I still feel that the job of the Administration is far more 
difficult than even some of our leaders realize. I there- 
fore think that every citizen should get behind the President, 
and criticize only constructively. 

Harry is very fond of Secretary Humphrey and wants to 
help the President, so I know that he was sorry that he 
had to take the other side in the matter of increasing the 
national debt.
